ca. They are said to be not BO good. At 
all events, ono finds no bettor fruit in 
texture and flavor than tho bost of our 
own markets. But every lover of this 
fruit knows that its quality varies ex- 
traordinarily as it is offered to us. This 
IB duo partly to the different sources 
from which it comes. 


The best that is Drought to us comes 


from Jamaica. It is also due still more 
to tho conditiou of the fruit when cut. 
Banauas which are perfectly full will 
ripen mellow and delicious, but those 
cut when immature, aa too many are, 
will turn yellow, yet never truly ripen, 
retaining always their hard texture and 
unrips taste. In Jamaica, as elsewhere, 
the competition of buyers leads the un- 
Borupulorjs ones to accept fruit of any 
sort, even when totally unfit, and this 
sort of competition makes all tho more 
unavailing the efforts of honest buyers 
to raise the standard and to teach the 
people to withhold their fruit until it 
is properly developed. Americans can 
give more moral support to these efforts 
by accepting only such fruit as is ma- 
ture at any price. A littlo pains will 
soon enable one to distinguish good 
from poor fruit, though it is difficult to 
give a general statement of the distinc- 
tive differences. 
But, as a rule, it will 


be found that bananas which ore lar- 
gest, dcapeat yellow and least angular 
are tho moat mature and best —Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

with little from an original Assyrian 
version, and that it was a local flood 
which took plura in the plains of tho 
Tigris and Euphrates, not iu the valley 
of tho Jordan. 
Iu a recent number of 


Nutur Wochenschrift, however, Herr 
Richard Heuuig tries to prove that a 
general flood took place ia tho Ice ago 
during tho quaternary period. 


Many facts, such as evidences of gla- 


ciation and lowering of temperature, 
found in the rooks and in sagas and 
myths, us well as the vast extension of 
a great lake in tho far west of America, 
whose level waa 1,000 feet abovo that 
of tho Salt lake, go to prove that floods 
accompanied the retreat of the glaciers. 
Countries in warmtir latitudes—for ex- 
ample, tho Sahara—were converted into 
seas and swamps or wcru locally flood- 
ed. 
Isolated lands kept clear of tho in- 


undation—for instance, Egypt—but wo 
may remind Horr Hiainig that, accord- 
ing to Herodotus, Egypt was formerly 
iu great part n marsh. 


It is curious to note, in connection 


with tho glacial theory, that an old 
Aryan tradition tells of the "Aryans" 
having been driven from their original 
eeat by tho country becoming colder and 
tho winter lunger. 
Tlie German flood 


napra tells that "the Hoods of tha north 
come far from their homo and were 
turned into ice, and tlie ice stood still, 
and the mist which bung over it froze." 
The sun warmed the drops, however, 
und Ymir nf Ilrimtlmrsen, the frost 
giant in tlio form of a man, was born. 
Bors killed the giant, and in his blood 
drowned tlie race of Hrimthnrsen es- 
cept Borgelmir, who, in a boat, saved 
himself and wife, and from them sprang 
the new race of Hrimthursen.—London 
Globe.

simplest. Choose fish weighiing about a 
quarter of a pound.

ed butter ancl a littlo pepper. 


After rolling tho fish well broil them 


for about five minutes ou tho flash sido 
and two on the othor and serve them 
without delay. 
Prepare trout in exact- 


ly the sumo way and wrap thorn in 
writing paper that has been thoroughly 
soaked in molted butter, after first lay- 
ing a very thin strip of larding pork un- 
der tho fish. 
The paper should be tied 


loosely over tho fish, so that there is 
only one thickness between it and the 
heat; then lay tho fish ou their envelopes 
in a bakiug pan and bako thorn in a hot 
oven for 2u minutes. 
Servo them in 


their envelopes, removing the strings 
alouo to insuro their being eaten hot 
and in p<;i:fectiou, is tho advice of a 
writer in tho New York Tribune.

A shurt, compactly built man, with « 


heavy blond nmotuche, took a toboggan 
elide down Lookout mountain the other 
afternoon.

The principal cunclusion to be 


drawn from tho foregoing paragraph 
may be thus briefly stated: 


As a protection iigniust colj, wool- 


en garments of ei|nal thicknesses are 
milch superior to either linon or cot- 
ton, and should; always bo worn for 
underclothing. Furs and leather are 
serviceable against great cold, and 
especially against severe wind. Wa- 
terproof clothing should be reserved 
for very wet weather, and generally 
for persons v.-b :i are not taking exer- 
cise when exposed to it. 


The value of several layers of 


clothing as compared with a single 
warm gurnienf; should bo borne iu 
mind. An exi ra layer even of thin 
material next "he skin ia often very 
valuable. 


As a protector against cold a gar- 


ment should not fit closely to the 
body, but should be comparatively 
loose and easy, no thsit a layer of air 
ia interposed between it and the 
Sikrn. A loosely woven material ia 
M'amier than one of an opposite 
character. 


For wearing at night woolea 


clothing is not generally desirable. 
Cotton or linen is far better. The 
blankets constitute the woolen cov- 
ering and ough fc to protect the body 
sufficiently. 


Lastly, it must always be remem- 


bered that the sourca of heat is 
vrithin the body itself. Proper food 
coupled with a due amount of exer- 
cise will-produce heat. The func- 
tion of clothinj; is to retain the heat 
thus generated.—Nineteenth Cen- 
tury.
